EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 1 line 3, 'greater than 150' has been replaced with - greater than 200 
In claim 2 line 2, 'greater than 150 wt. ppm' has been replaced with - greater 
than 200 wt. ppm~. 

In claim 15 line 8, 'greater than 150 wt. ppm' has been replaced with -- greater 
than 200 wt. ppm -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4,1 1 ,12,15.18-22 and 25-27 are allowed over the prior art of Record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding clainns 1 and 15 ttie prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests 
the protective film of a plasma display panel with claimed combination of limitations and 
particularly the limitation comprising silicon in the amount of less than 500 wt. ppm and 
greater than 200 wt. ppm added to the main component of magnesium oxide. 

Claims 2-4, 1 1 , 12, 21 and 22 are allowed for the reason stated for claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Claims 1 8-20, 25 and 26 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 5 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 5. 

Regarding claim 27 the prior art of record neither teaches nor renders obvious 
the protective film of a plasma display panel comprising magnesium oxide having about 
300 wt. ppm of silicon.
